The agreement contains, in fact, 
measures for creating an “enslaved 
China.” Japan’s demands for general 
co-operation and zones of Sino-Ja- 
panese solidarity, economic and other- 
wise, and paramount positions In de- 
signated areas are all aimed at the de- 
privation of China’s independence. 

It is a joke to speak of “respecting 
the territory and sovereignty of 


China” after forcing the bogus Cen- | 


tral Government to recognise “Man- 
chukuo” the Generalissimo declares. 
JAPAN TO CONTROL 
FOREIGN POLICY 

Mutual co-operation between Japan, 
China and “Manchukuo” in their re- 
Yations with third Powers means the 
placing of China's diplomacy in Ja- 
pan’s hands. The appointment of Ja- 
panese advisers points to a close watch 
over China, | 

Amalgamation, creation and de- 
velopment of culture between Japan, 
China and “Manchukuo” means the 
prohibition of an independent culture 
in China. 

On the so-called principles of reci- 
procity and economic solidarity, Japan 
secks control of China’s whole econo- 
mic system, including financial and 
economic policy and customs adminis- 
tration. 

The demand for a “paramount posi- 
tion” in Hainan Island, Amoy and 
other designated islands along the 
South China coast betray an ambition 
to start a storm in the Pacific, utilis- 
ing China’s manpower and resources: 


Generalissimo Chiang says that if 
this agreement is ever enforced, China 
will be doomed and the world will be 
thrown into a greater peril.—Central 
News.

Although Russian loudspeakers at 
the front lines threatened that “the 
Germans are coming,” the spokesman 
said his Government possesses no evi- 
dence that Germany was giving ‘the 
Soviet any material assistance, or mill- 
tary ald. : ‘ 

GREAT SATISFACTION 

An official cable from HelJsinki, he 
continued, said that official circles there 
had expressed great satisfaction over 
the references. to. Finland, insthe-recent 
speeches of Mr. Winston Churchill and 
Lord Halifax, which are regarded ‘as. 
official promises of real ‘help.

Mrs. Valerie Porter alleged that her 
husband, Bertie, spanked her. in her 
mother-in-law’s fiat. 

FLUNG OUT

law and was flung out of the flat. 

Summing up, the Judge said the 
son was forced to choose between his 
wife and parents, and a word of love 
on that fatal evening might well have 
prevented “this tragic happening.” 

“No-one had suggested that 
there was an-act of love, an act 
of kindness or a kind word spoken, 

It is a great pity that there was 

not.”

One can destroy in 
one country, through war or revolu- 
tion, some of the remarkable monu- 
ments of. human culture and civiliza- 
tion, ancient and modern; but the 
present organization of the world 
does not allow anybody to destroy 
human civilization. Human civiliza- 
tion is, first of all, the moral concep- 
tion of modern mankind, although 
including, of course, all economic 
values, all achievements of technolo- 
gical progress, all great cultural monu- 
ments, buildings, cities, universities, 
Nbraries, museums of art and science; 
many of them are of inestimable value 
and could be destroyed ina great 
catastrophe. And that would be a 
loss which never could be replaced. 

But that does not mean the de- 
struction of human civilization. The 
human spirit, in its great creative 
power, having saved in innumerable 
places the results of modern science, 
technology, and progress—material 
and moral—will continue in any case 
its great creative work. And we will 
rebuild, replace, reconstruct, and re- 
create the so-called modern civiliza- 
tion in new forms, which probably 
cannot have at once the same value 
and the same moral and material per- 
fectlon as many of the destroyed | 
monuments of the past. But. the great 
struggle in human society for the 
continuation of past culture and civi- 
lization and for future culture and 
civilization will continue with the 
same noble, results and the same 
great success. which fs, again, in the 
nature of the human spirit and the 
human personality. Humanity will 
simply’ continue its datly Nfe, its 
dally creation, and its daily Sight for 
new and better forms of human 
existence.--Dr. Benes in “Democracy.”
